BEING BUILT 


FROM RUINS 


Hehlnd the Hiitlah Lines In Franco, 


June 2S.—Correspondence)—Hundreds 
of mllqs of tbe smooth white macadam 
roads of Northern France' will remain 
far many years after tlio war as a real 
memorial to tho 'devastated 
towns 


which the Ciermuhs left in riilns after 
their retreat this spring. 


All over- Northern France the roads- 


are being widpned'aiul resurfaced with 
stone ami rubble taken 
from 
the 


wrecked houses of Peronne, 
Albert, 


Anas, and countless 
other 
ruined 


towns and villages. As fast-a.s the I3rl- 
Ush soldiers olear away tlie debris of 
Iho towns. It Is piled Into lorries and 
distributed in heaps along the main 
loads. There German prisoners loll thu 
day long pounding it into level patches 
which [lie great steam rollers, many of 
them bearing' familiar American names 
grind ritilckly Into smooth- macadam 
for the business of transport. 


The brictt and stone ot these 
old 


buildings makes'as good road mntovinl 
as could be obtained anywhere, and 
the work of Hie German.dynainllor has 
been so thorough that much of It Is 
crushed Hue enough to need no fur- 
ther preparation.
